of E ast Second street, received a let­ 
ter from her son, Sergeant J o hn Kel 
ly, dated N ovem ber 18, 101 s, 
and 
saying that “ the w ar is over and 
1 
cam e throu gh w ithout 
a 
scratch, 
d id n’t even catch cold.” 


Sergeant Kelley was reported k ill­ 
ed in action on Nov. 1 by a telegram 
from the w ar d epa rtm e nt received by 
Mrs. Kelley yesterday, as announced 
in last evening’s 
T elegraph. 
The 
news of his supposed death 
was 
a 
frightfu l shock to his m other 
and 
father, who are in frail health and to 
his b rothers and sisters, as well as to 
the countless friends tha t this most 
popu lar young m an has all over Dix­ 
on. 
T he joy and relief tha t his let­ 
ter, received late 
yesterday 
a fte r­ 
noon, brought to his people was un­ 
bounded. 


Mrs. Kelley, w ith a loving m othe r’s 
intuition, never d u ring the day would 
adm it tha t the news contained in the 
official telegram from 
W ashington 
was true, insisting tha t “ it could not 
be my Johnny.” 
T he afternoon post 
brought proof of her assertion.

Extensive 
phosphate 
deposits 
on 
Nauru or Pleasant island and Ocean 
island* located about midway between 
the Marshall 
and 
Solomon 
islands, 
northwest of New Zealand, are said to 
he the most valuable deposits of the 
kind in the world. 
The islands, of 
coral formation, have for ages been 
the rookeries of sea birds, which have 
deposited guano that has impregnated 
the limestone, forming phosphate rock 
40 feet In depth. 
The quantity of 
phosphates available is estimated at 
000,000,000 tons, and as fertilizer it 
Is said to rival the famous nitrate 
fields of Chili. 
This phosphate pos­ 
sesses SO per cent of manurial value, 
as against about 27 per cent of the 
best English phosphate, according to 
a statement in New Zealand Dairy­ 
man. 
Before the war these islands belong­ 
ed to Germany, hut have since been 
taken over by the British government, 
and now it is urged that they he turn­ 
ed over to Australia and New Zealand, 
since much of this phosphate is need­ 
ed for the agricultural districts of 
these two countries.

T h e co untry , acco rding to the 
bill, is fo be divided, so far as periodicals are 


co ncerned, Into two zo nes. 
A radius of fifty miles around th e h ome office 


o f a periodical will co nstitute o ne zone, th e remainder o f th e country th e 


o ther. 
One acco unt has said th at th e first zone will include all with in 


radius o f 2 00 miles, but this has been reported to be an error. 
Th e pound 


rate in th e small o r ho me zo ne will be 1 cent, outside th at it will be 1 % 
cents. 


T h ere is no questio n th at th e periodicals zone system inaugurated last 


July was oppressive to many magazines and oth er publications of country­ 


wide circulation. 
It went as far in excess of reason as th e former flat rate 


was In excess of g o v ernment liberality. 
Under th e old flat rate many pub 


licatio ns coined their millions, practically a gift from th e government, under 


the zo ne rate now* to be abolish ed numerous publications were put out of 


business. 
So certainly th e ch ange is to be an improvement. 
At th e same 


tim e the governm ent will be extremely liberal to publications wh ich will 


send to ns and tons of periodicals weekly or month ly all th e way across th e 


co untry . 
A cent and a h alf a pound outside th e h ome zone will be an ex­ 


trem ely liberal rate. 
And ev en at th at th e government will not be allowed 


to earn this postage ex cept in cases and at distances wh ere th e rate will be 


cheaper than express rates. 


It is m ete that the newspapers and all th e worth -wh ile magazines in

he would not lie down, hut his bead 
rocked weakly on his small, narrow 
shoulders; now and then his thin little 
board pointed straight to the sky; and 
he was so deathly pale!

surgeons went to him and with long 
scissors cut away his blouse. The sod­ 
den thing fell to the earth, heavy with 
blood—and here in the shoulder was a 
great red hole going right down into 
him.
